Oil spill surveillance 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) 
A two-man submersible diving craft 
will survey the ocean floor 
today where oil and gas is seeping to the 
surface and forming an offshore slick, the Coast Guard and the state 
Departm ent of Kish and Game announced Friday 
The divers, equipped with radio, television and still cam eras, will 
explore at a depth of 225 feet,one and one*quarter miles south of coal 
oil point, approximately 10 miles west of Santa Barbara. 


Ehrlichman testifies 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Form er White House top aide John 
Ehrlichman testified for two hours Friday before a county grand jury 
investigating the burglary of the offices of Daniel EUsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 
Ehrlichman said afterw ards that he “ tried to answer all questions 
put to me fully,” but that he would not discuss the content of his 
testimony at the request of the grand jury foreman. 


Postal fraud 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A federal grand jury Friday indicted two 
postal service employes, a large West Coast direct mail advertising 
firm and seven other persons on charges of sending 38 million pieces of 
mail through the Post Office without paying $1.5 million in postage. 
Attorney Gen. Elliot Richardson made the announcement in 
Washington, saying that a 39-count indictment was returned at U.S. 
District Court here. 
According to the indictment, the mail firm , Direct Mail Company of 
America Inc., of Los Angeles, and its employes, bribed the postal 
workers with liquor and cash to allow large quantities of bulk mail to 
enter the mails without payment of postage fees. 


Black leader nabbed 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Police and FBI agents Friday arrested a 26- 
year-old leader of the Black Liberation Army who was sought in the 
slaying of four policemen, believed to be part of a nationwide 
conspiracy to kill policemen. 
Police identified the Black Liberation Army (BLA) m em ber as 
Andrew Jackson. Also arrested in the pre dawn raid was Denise 
Oliver, 25, another m em ber of the anti-police terrorist group.

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Unsafe ovens 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The Consumer Product Safety Commission 
Friday issued a warning that nearly 12,000 ovens, some already 
installed in homes, others still in the stores, m ay have gas leaks which 
could trigger fires or cause asphyxiation, especially in mobile homes. 
Most of the ovens carry the “ Tappan” brand name, but some were 
produced by that firm for Montgomery Ward and carry the 
“ Signature” brand, the company said. Some 8,172 of the ovens were 
built for mobile homes, the commission said, where the danger of fire 
<or death from leaking gas could be especially acute. 


Soviet skyjack 


MOSCOW (UPI) — A gunfight during the attem pted hijacking of a 
Soviet passenger jet caused the plane to crash in southern Siberia two 
weeks ago, Communist sources said Friday. All aboard, estim ated at 
100 persons, were killed. 
It was the first known crash of an airliner involved in a hijacking 
attem pt.

McCord seeks reversal 


of Watergate sentence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jam es 
W. McCord Jr., facing sentencing in 
one week, asked a federal judge 
Friday to reverse his W atergate 
bugging conviction or grant a new 
trial because of “ m assive efforts in 
this case to obstruct justice” — 
including 
perjury 
by 
a 
Nixon 
campaign aide. 
The 
form er 
Nixon 
cam paign 
security 
chief, 
whose 
post-trial 
allegations led to a new grand jury 
investigation 
and 
a 
wave 
of 
governm ent resignations, made his 
plea in a 20-page motion filed with 
Chief U.S. D istrict Judge John J. 
Sirica. 
“ Perhaps never before in the 
annals of American law has such a 
web of conspiracy been designed to 
obstruct and impede the due course 
of justice,” said McCord, who was 
convicted Jan. 30 of conspiracy, 
burglary, illegal wiretapping and 
b u g g i n g 
a t 
D e m o c r a t i c 
headquarters at the W atergate last 
June. 
McCord charged he was denied at 
his trial in January the defense that 
“ he was acting under the direction 
of 
his 
superiors 
at 
the 
White 
House ” 
He also asserted that “ on his own 
knowledge,” he believes that Jeb 
Stuart M agruder, form er deputy 
Ni x o n 
c a m p a i g n 
d i r e c t o r , 
com m itted perjury at the W atergate 
trial when he testified that no one 
higher than form er White House 
aide G Gordon Liddy was involved 
M agruder’s testimony, he said, 
was "central to the whole theory of 
prosecution,” and that it appeared 
M agruder’s tainted statem ents were 
“ knowingly and intentionally used 
by the prosecution” at the trial.

Main act 


As 
the 
Watergate 
investigation slides along, it 
becomes clearer that the 
main act is in the Senate, 
not in the courts. Over the 
weekend in Boston Senator 
Ervin revealed that he had 
been asked by the Justice 
Department to hold back 
the hearings until it had 
completed 
its 
investigations. 
Senator 
Ervin replied that if the 
Ju s tice 
Department 
couldn’t prepare a case one 
whole year after the event, 
it was perhaps time for the 
Congress to take over. 


Senator 
E r v i n 
is 
altogether persuasive on the 
point, but certain theories 
are left dangling, and it is a 
good time to ask that the 
table-keepers meditate on 
them. 


The 
Senate 
resolution 
setting 
up 
the 
Ervin 
investigating 
committee 
went through all the proper 
motions on February 7, 
1973. The committee was to 
look into whether “ illegal, 
improper, 
or 
unethical 
activities were engaged in 
by 
any 
persons, 
acting 
either individually or in 
combination with others, in 
the presidential election of 
1972....” The purpose of said 
investigation 
is 
“ to 
determine.... the 
necessity 
or 
desirability 
of 
the 
enactment 
of 
new 
congressional legislation to 
safeguard 
the 
electoral 
process 
by 
which 
the 
President of the United 
States is chosen. ” 


Now as a matter of fact, 
the 
patent 
interest 
and 
concern of the Senate is to 
expose wrongdoing, not to 
inquire into the need of 
additional laws. There are 
plenty 
of 
laws against 
wiretapping, 
against 
breaking 
and 
entering, 
against peculations major 
and minor. But a Congress 
that 
can’t 
yet decide 
whether it should be illegal 
for Daniel Ellsberg to do 
what he did, is hardly in a 
mood reflective enough to 
inquire 
into 
nice 
modifications of the laws a 
violation of which brought 
down on the heads of a few 
technicians sentences of 25 
and 35 years in jail. 


And 
yet the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States, 
in the Watkins case decided 
in June 1957, stated that 
“ We have no doubt that 
there is no congressional 
power to expose for the sake 
of exposure.” Watkins was 
grilled 
by 
the 
House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities, and pleaded that 
the Committee knew well 
that 
he 
had 
been 
a 
Communist, but sought to 
question him not in order to 
find 
out 
what 
the 
Committee already knew, 
but to invade his privacy. 
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The 
Watkins 
decision 
brought on a great national 
fuss. 
The 
conservatives, 
who have always leaned 
towards 
leg islative 
supremacy, viewed Watkins 
as a direct challenge to 
Congress. Woodrow Wilson 
had written in his famous 
Congressional Government 
that “ the informing function 
of 
Congress 
should 
be 
preferred 
even 
to 
its 
legislative function.” The 
liberals, anxious to limit the 
authority 
of 
legislative 
committees which during 
the fifties were greatly 
concerned to investigate the 
activities of Communists 
and 
fellow 
travelers, 
cheered 
the 
Watkins 
decision. 


Now Senator Ervin is 
quoted as having said, “ It is 
much more important for 
the American people to find 
out the truth about the 
Watergate 
case 
than 
sending one or two people to 
jail.” 
I 
believe Senator 
Ervin is exactly correct, but 
by the same token it is 
overdue for enthusiasts of 
the Watkins decision to 
explain 
away 
the 
incompatability 
of 
their 
enthusiasm 
for 
Watkins, 
and their enthusiasm for 
Ervin 
Will the lawyers 
accompanying 
John 
M itchell 
and 
John 
Ehrlichman 
and 
Robert 
Haldeman 
politely 
ask 
Senator Ervin in the days 
ahead to please advise their 
clients, as required under 
Watkins doctrine to do, of 
the legislative relevance of 
the questions put to them? 


The proper committee to 
handle these proceedings is 
the Judiciary Committee of 
the House — to determine 
whether 
impeachment 
charges 
are 
warranted 
against the President of the 
United States. What is going 
on cannot be justified as 
purely 
an 
inquiry 
into 
“ corruption, 
m aladm inistration, 
or 
inefficiency in agencies of 
the 
government, 
” 
as 
permitted under Watkins. 


The reconciliation will have 
to be done by Senator Ervin, 
and liberal theorists on the 
powers 
of 
Congressional 
investigating committees.

mechanic and father of six children 
built the Montgomery with the 
foundation of 34 years of building 
model airplanes of all sizes and 
shapes (“ After I knew what was 
happening I stopped buying kits and 
built 
(airplane

“ As far as I know five or six 
people are building the John J. 
Montgomery, but they are having 
problems because they can’t read 
the original plans,” he said. 


“ I realized after that 1 had the two 
ropes in the wrong place,” he said. 


The next test flight will be 
sometime this or next week. 


Wiese has building plans for the 
Chanute (a biplane hang glider; 
building cost; $50 to over $400, 
depending on how far you want to 
go) and a Rogallo (which is more 
like a kite to Wiese then a hang 


Wiese figures he must document 
the flight of his Montgomery on film 
before he can win the $1500 — if it 
flies. A few weeks ago he failed to 
get the Montgomery airborne in a

A birdman has invaded Lompoc. 
Two years ago a band of more 
than 15 birdmen gathered on the 
slopes of Newport Bay. It was the 
first such gathering in 70 years. 
And now one of those birdmen, Art 
Wiese, is living in Lompoc. He has 
two missions; 1. build and fly a John 
J. Montgomery “ monoplane” to win 
$1500 and 2. start a Lompoc birdman 
club. 
Birdmen is what hang glider pilots 
sometimes call themselves. They 
cling to gliders and soar from a 
hillside, covering 300 to 800 feet in a 
single bound. 
“ It’s scary but at the same time 
it’s exhilarating,” says Wiese, a 
short and powerful looking man who 
moved to 424 South T St. four 
months ago f rom Pasadena. 
Hang gliding is considered the*1 
coming thing in outdoor sports. 
Already in Southern California there 
are two annual hang glider meets 
(the annual Otto Lilienthal Hang 
Glider 
Championships 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
and 
the 
John 
J. 
Montgomery 
Hang 
Glider 
Championships 
in 
San 
Diego) 
attracting national attention. 
Hang gliders are the modern 
revival of the earliest attempts at 
flying 
machines. 
They 
are 
powerless aircraft. The Wright 
brothers, they say, unsuccessfully 
experimented with gliders, so they 
turned to powered flight. 
At the Newport gathering, Wiese 
may have been more successful in 
hang glider flying than the Wright 
Brothers. He officially flew 80 feet

in four seconds in his homemade 
“ Kamikaze,” a biplane or double 
wing glider. 
“ I thought it was an appropriate 
name (Kamikaze),” Wiese noted. 
Now. Wiese has challenged the 
$1500 standing offer to anyone who 
can build and fly the single wing 
S 
lider designed, built, and flown by 
ohn J. Montgomery in 1883. There 
is an element today who claim that 
Montgomery, a San Diego professor 
and pioneer hang glider designer 
who died in 1911 in a gliding 
accident, did not fly his monoplane. 
Wiese, in fact, has already built 
the disputed hang glider, making it 
some 
60 
pounds 
lighter 
with 
aluminum instead of steel and 
Douglas Fir instead of bamboo. 


He 
keeps 
the 
50 
pound 
Montgomery locked in his garage. It 
cost him $50 and 200 man hours to 
build, not including the 22 sewing 
hours his wife put in. 


glider; cost: $35 to $100) and 
information on where a person can 
purchase hang glider kits. He wants 
to start a hang glider “ group” (not a 
dues-paying club) of people who 
want to build and fly hang gliders in 
Lompoc. 
He can be reached before noon at 
RE 6-1484 and after 12 p.m. at 688- 
3617. 
“ It’s a big thing that’s going on all 
over the nation that started in 1883 
and reborn in 1971.” 
Currently, one hang glider has 
stayed aloft for over three hours and 
flown more than 10 miles cross­ 
country. Wiese said hang gliders can 
reach almost any height; pilots take 
off from cliffs and mountain tops. 
“ But the rule is you don’t fly any 
higher than you care to fall,” he 
mentioned unnecessarily.

Take a West Point overcoat, cape, 
pair of pants, and a couple of dress 
jackets and what do you have?

Ripping uniforms apart, designing 
them into a pattern, and sewing the 
parts into an integrated product was 
done by Jim Green, 909 W. Cherry 
Ave , a man who learned tailoring in 
a German POW camp 
The cadet uniforms were given to 
Mr. and Mrs. Clint Ingle, 408 N. 
Second St , by their son David when

“ Most cadets graduating give 
their uniforms to lower cadets, but 
we asked David to keep them for 
us,” Ingle said last week David is a 
1968 graduate from Lompoc Senior

Mrs Ingle came up with the idea

uniforms instead of keeping them in 
a trunk, out of sight and forgotten 
She thought of having them made 
into a bedspread or a tapestry. 


So, Green, head custodian at 
Fillmore Elementary School and 
retired Army sergeant, made the

This clothes-making ability was 
learned in a German prisoner of war 
camp. First, Green repaired the 
sewing machines there, then he 
volunteered to sew.

Ukrainian POW sewing machine 
operators, 
Green 
and 
other 
American 
POWs 
altered 
and 
repaired prisoner’s uniforms. On an 
assembly line basis they made 
pajama-like underwear for the 
German Army 
Green was captured August 8,1943 
in Sicily and liberated May 2, 1945 in 
Germany The prison camp was 
located near the Baltic Sea and he 
remembers waking in the morning 
and looking up at frost on the 
ceiling 


The POWs slept in their clothes 
and wore wooden shoes. They were 
provided Red Cross food packages 
infrequently 
and 
scant, 
weight 
reducing rations (hot water for 
breakfast) 
by 
their 
German 
capturcrs, but they were at least 
well-patched —ST.

Q—Why do almost all batters wear gloves now when 
they come to the plate?

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Raiders find home run punter

SANTA 
ROSA, 
Calif.- 
(NEA)—This is not siesta 
time on the pro football beat. 
The calendar still shows a 
good 10 weeks to serious 
head-knocking in the football 
lagers of the NFL. But for 
the young entrepreneurs, the 
guys who want to cash in on 
their pigskin cum laude, the 
spring is assembly time. 
The freshman class of the 
Oakland Raiders (augment­ 
ed by several sophomores) 
gathered here recently and 
prominent among them was 
a hatchet-faced young buck 
from 
Mississippi 
Southern 
University who already has 
introduced a new dimension 
to the Raiders’ game plans. 
He is Ray Guy, their No. i 
draft choice—a man chosen 
solely for his ability to rocket 
a football long and high dis­ 
tances off the instep of his 
right foot. 
It is an exact science, 
punting. 
Although Guy was also 
enough football player to in­ 
tercept eight passes last fall 
as a college defensive back, 
he is already resigned to a 
role which will probably put 
him on the field for no more 
than four plays a game (the 
Raiders punted 56 times all 
of last season). 
For that limited duty he 
no doubt will be seeking a 
multi-year contract of some 
$30,000 per annum. 
He’ll be worth whatever 
they give him. 
“ He’ll 
be,” 
said coach 
John Madden solemnly, “the 
best kicker in the history of 
professional football.” 
Madden had just watched 
the tall (6 - foot - 2% - inch 
southerner spiral punts the 
length of the Raiders’ prac­ 
tice field in a pasture just 
beyond the motel which is 
their training headquarters 
in this somnolent northern 
California valley. 
The ball flattened tufts of 
grass 80 yards and more 
from where Guy was swiftly 
taking one step forward and 
arching his right leg sky­ 


ward. Heads were turned up. 
Joe Scanella, the assistant 
coach in charge of special 
teams, thumbed a stopwatch 
which started with the con­ 
tact of Guy’s foot against the 
ball and ended when the ball 
hit the ground. 
“Fifty-six,” a n n o u n c e d 
S c a n e l l a . “Fifty-two . . . 
fifty-eight . . . sixty.” 
Translated, that meant the 
punts were hanging in the
